across its brim sat on a lone stool on the the- 
ater’s stage, surrounded by elaborate arrange- 
ments of white lilies. A nearly life-sized black- 
and-white image made of flowers depicted the 
star in a dance pose. 

Outside, in a line that circled the block, some 
fans spontaneously sang their favorite songs 
and danced in the street. 

“I thought that in my time I’d have the oppor- 
tunity to see him in concert,” said Victoria 
Campomames, who did a brief moonwalk on 
the sidewalk as “Rock With You” played from 
a nearby store.

Michael Jackson 
was a musician? 

One of the first of many memorial services for Michael Jackson took 
place Tuesday at the Apollo Theater in Harlem. It’s been almost a 
week now since Jackson’s death hit the cultural landscape, and for 
the first time in my entire life, I have found a subject about which I 
have absolutely nothing to say 

There, I said it: Michael Jackson’s death means nothing to me. 

I am not sad about it like many; I’m not perversely intrigued about 
it like some. I simply cannot bring myself to form an opinion or 
analysis. 

I guess I’ll have more time to reflect on this since every bar I go 
into for the next month will be playing an inordinate number of MJ 
songs, and everyone will be making pedophilia and plastic surgery 
jokes ad nauseam. 

(By the way, Michael Jackson-pedophilia jokes officially stopped 
being funny four years ago. The last person to tell a good MJ-is- 
a-pedophile joke was Dave Chappelle in a stand-up act in San 
Francisco. Just FYI for those of you trying them out on your friends 
right now) 

I guess I simply missed Jackson’s influence. I never listen to his 
music. When I had to write a piece last year about the 25th anniver- 
sary of “Thriller,” I had to get online and look up almost everything 
about “Thriller.” It was the first time I even watched the video all the 
way through. 

I strongly suspect that for many people my age and younger, 
Jackson will not be remembered as the iconic King of Pop but as 
Conan O’Brien’s go-to joke. When we were growing up, his albums 
were tanking, his nose had been reduced to an ice-pick sliver of 
reconstructed flesh, he had married Elvis’ daughter and was accused 
of molesting children. 

Remember “Invincible”? No. Remember when he dangled that 
baby off the balcony? Of course. 

Even the media coverage encapsulates what he meant cultur- 
ally: It’s about 40 percent his impact on music and 60 percent lurid 
details of his demise. 

This seems absurd because Jackson did sell more records than any 
other artist except for Elvis and The Beatles. Jackson’s influence on 
music is not up for debate. 

So sure, I can see why his early death is a major deal. I can see why 
fans across the world will mourn. 

But don’t blame me for not being among them. 

Does anyone else feel this way? Who felt as if Jackson was less a 
musical icon than a disturbing cautionary tale about how having too 
much money and fame can drive you insane? 

I know that’s about all I can conclude from his bizarre, unstable 
life story

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Population 
increases 
in Chicago 

Chicago Tribune 

For the second year in a row, Chicago’s 
overall population increased, challenging 
the trend of declining population as the 
economy causes many urban residents to 
put off moves to suburbia. 

From July 1, 2007, to July i, 2008, Chicago 
grew by 20,606 people, according to popu- 
lation estimates released Wednesday by 
the Census Bureau. That’s more than three 
times last year’s reported increase of 6,400 
people, which reversed five consecutive 
years of population declines. 

Part of the explanation for Chicago’s 
population increase are changes in domes- 
tic migration patterns. 

The number of residents leaving Cook 
County slowed by nearly ii percent 
from 2006 to 2007, while those entering 
the county only fell by 0.4 percent, accord- 
ing to demographer Kenneth Johnson, 
a professor of the University of New 
Hampshire who previously taught at Loyola 
University 

Large cities across the country continue 
to lose people who leave for other commu- 
nities in the US., but the rate of loss has 
diminished in the last year as more people 
remain in place. 

Rising unemployment, the credit crunch 
and the housing crisis give city residents 
ample reason to stay put for the time being, 
rather than sell their homes and move to 
the suburbs. 

And although immigration has slowed, 
it continues to give a boost to large urban 
areas. 

New York led other large cities in total 
numeric growth with an increase of 53,000 
people from 2007 to 2008. 

Phoenix, Houston, L.A. and San Antonio 
also were big gainers. New Orleans, which 
lost a big chunk of its population after 
Hurricane Katrina in 2005, is regaining res- 
idents and was the nation’s fastest-growing 
big city with a population increase of more 
than 8 percent. 

New York continues to be the nation’s 
largest city with 8.4 million people, more 
than twice the size of second-ranked L.A. 
Chicago continues to be the third largest 
city with 2.9 million people. 


Suspect charged in Bucktown sex assaults

The other occurred in the 2300 block of West 
Moffat Street on Feb. 2. 

The Moffat attack was one of three that 
police previously had linked to the same assail- 
ant. The others were Feb. 19 in the 2100 block 


of North Maplewood Avenue and Sept. 26 in 
the 1700 block of North Marshfield Avenue. 

In the latest attack, a police source said a 
man forced a woman into an alley where the 
sexual assault occurred before he was arrest- 
ed. Police did not provide any details on his

state still without 
a spending plan 


SPRINGFIELD State government limped into a new 
budget year Wednesday without a solid spending 
plan and rookie Gov. Quinn threatened to drag the 
fight out all summer until he gets an income tax 
increase. 

For the third year in a row, Democrats who control 
Springfield failed to reach agreement on time, once 
again creating uncertainty for social service providers, 
public employees and others who count on the state 
paying its bills. 

Here’s a look at what the lack of agreement means. 

Will state government shut down if there’s no budget 
in place? 

Not right away The state has operated without a for- 
mal spending plan for days or weeks at a time. State 
agencies largely will run unaffected and driver’s license 
facilities and other offices will stay open, for now 

How long can the state operate without a budget? 

Depends whom you ask. Welfare payments continue 
regardless, but the stalemate eventually could affect 


state workers. The next state paychecks are sched- 
uled to go out July 15 and the Illinois comptroller has 
argued he needs spending authority to issue them. 
Schools wouldn’t feel the pinch until closer to the start 
of the new school year. 

What about social service providers that reiy on state 
grants? 

Facing years of flat payments and an economic down- 
turn that’s hurt private funding, many providers say 
they can’t wait much longer for a budget resolution. 
Some stopped services and began layoffs, with many 
more planning to throughout July if state funding is 
cut. 

Hasn’t this happened before? 

Yes, notably in 2007, when a budget deal wasn’t 
reached until mid-August. Lawmakers and then- Gov 
Rod Blagojevich passed a one-month spending plan 
that covered July When that ran out, the state operat- 
ed for almost two weeks with little disruption besides 
dire warnings by politicians.

The man told police he heard a loud noise 
in his home and discovered three men who 
demanded drugs and money, which the man 
refused to give them, Buslik said. 

The victim said the men hit him over the 
head with what appeared to be a nightstick, 
bound him with duct tape and put a pillow case 
over his head, Buslik said.

The man said the intruders took $1,200 cash, 
a “couple ounces” of marijuana worth about 
$2,000 and a cell phone.

A busy Tuesday for Joe Dumars began with 
the Pistons’ president of basketball opera- 
tions firing coach Michael Curry and ended 
with him making overtures for guard Ben 
Gordon as NBA free agency began at 
ii:oi p.m. Chicago time. 

The Bulls also contacted Raymond 
Brothers, Gordon’s agent, who has turned 
down offers of $50 million over five years 
and $54 million over six years the previous 
two summers. 

Gordon, the Bulls’ leading scorer for the 
last four seasons, never has backed off his 
publicly stated desire to remain in Chicago. 
He reiterated that desire to close associates 
on Tuesday 

Similarly, General Manager Gar Forman 
consistently has said the Bulls want to re- 
sign Gordon. 

However, the financial reality of keeping 
Gordon in a Bulls uniform is sobering. 

The Bulls have roughly $63.9 million 
worth of contracts committed for the 2009- 
10 season. This number doesn’t include the 
scaled rookie contracts of draft picks James 
Johnson and Taj Gibson, which combine for 
roughly $2.75 million. 

The league office will release the luxury 
tax threshold on July 8. Most league observ- 
ers expect that figure to land somewhere 
near $69 million. 

Barring a trade, that means the Bulls would 
have only approximately $2.5 million to offer 
Gordon in the first year of a multi-year deal 
if they want to avoid incurring the luxury tax 
penalty 

Losing Gordon’s unique scoring ability and 
durability— he has missed just 12 games in 
five seasons — could be a blow for a franchise 
that made him the third overall pick in the 
2004 NBA draft.

HOLLYWOOD Johnny Depp has fond memories of his 
first machine gun. 

He was a kid growing up in Owensboro, Ky, and 
around age 5 or 6, began shooting ,22s, then moved 
to ,38s, ,44s and ,45s. 

Then he got his hands on a relative's Thompson 
submachine gun, 

“I butted it up against the tree 'cause it tends 
to ride up on you," says Depp, 46, who relives the 
moment, complete with shooting sounds, “My pop 
came in and grabbed it, so it didn't go anywhere,” 
Guns are a topic of conversation for Depp, given 
that the superstar is talking about his new film, 
“Public Enemies,” the Michael Mann gangster epic 
that opened Wednesday in which Depp plays infa- 
mous 1930S bank robber John H, Dillinger, 

Depp hasn't played many ordinary citizens. He 
seems to prefer portraying an eye-lined pirate (“The 
Pirates of the Caribbean” trilogy), the creepy candy 
impresario (“Charlie and the Chocolate Factory”), the 
dreamy creator of Peter Pan (“Finding Neverland”), 
and the Mad Hatter from the upcomingTim Burton 
version of ‘Alice in Wonderland,” 

But Dillinger fits perfectly into Depp's personal 
canon of larger-than-life rebels and outsiders. The 
outlaw also holds sentimental appeal for the star, 
whose Kentucky hometown is but three hours from 
the gangster's birthplace in Mooresville, Ind, 

Dillinger was just a punk when he was sentenced 
to 9 years in the penitentiary for his part in a drunk- 
en mugging. He emerged as a hardened criminal, 
led a gang on a dozen bank robberies (hauling away 
$300,000 —about $4,8 million today), escaped from 
prison a couple of times, had a shootout with the 
FBI, and finally went down in a hail of bullets out- 
side the Biograph Theater on Lincoln Avenue (now 
the home of Victory Gardens Theater), 

While researching his role, Depp searched for a 
voice recording of the outlaw but couldn't find one, 
although a recording of Dillinger's father turned out

“Hearing Dillinger's pop ,„ these are guys I know, 
I knew him then,” Depp says, “I wanted to salute my 
grandfather through Dillinger and salute Dillinger 
through my grandfather. You know, my grandfather 
drove a bus by day back in the '30s and ran moon- 
shine by night,” 

Depp says he felt a connection to Dillinger in old 
films Depp watched for hours on his family's black- 
and-white TV, 

That was in Florida, where his parents ultimately 
moved and split up, Y)ung Depp was enthralled 
with Dillinger as well as Charlie Chaplin and Buster 
Keaton, 

“I guess the era got me, the '30s, '40s and even the 
'20s, I was fascinated with the old Bogey movies, 
with Cagney movies, or even Fred Astaire,” 


Undeniably, Dillinger the myth remains big- 
ger than Dillinger the man, even though “Public 
Enemies” is based on Bryan Bur rough's nonfiction 
book about the gangster, 

Depp says he doesn't see Dillinger “as an enemy 
of the public,” He points out that Dillinger's prime 
antagonist, J, Edgar Hoover, wreaked more havoc 
and misery during his 40 -year tenure atop the FBI 
than Dillinger did during his 18 -month crime spree, 

“I mean, who's the real criminal?” Depp asks. 

The movie is “bloody and brutal,” but it takes place 
during the height of the Depression, during a wave 
of foreclosures and bank failures, “People at certain 
points just had to take up arms, did they not?” 

Like most actors, Depp has issues with the media; 
reports of friction between Mann, known for his 
attention to detail, and Depp have been well pub- 
licized over the past months, Depp says it was all 
part of the process, 

“He's intense, and as long as you sort of walk 
into the ring ready for that, it's all fine,” Depp 
explains, noting that Mann “is painting the pic- 
ture, and that's the one thing that takes a bit of 
getting used to. I'm definitely not good at just 
being a color on the palette, you know” 

And he adds: “I need a brush in my hand ^ 
sometimes,” 

Depp hasn't seen “Public Enemies,” In fact, 
he hasn't seen the last two “Pirate” films, 

“Charlie and the Chocolate Factory,” or 
“Sweeney Todd,” 

“I try not to,” he says, “Once you 
see it, maybe you have to admit it is 
product or something,” 

Depp doesn't like the idea of a 
price tag being placed on him- 
self or the artistic process.

Chicago shines 
in supporting roie

As “Public Enemies” opens this week, 
one thing that may help moviegoers 
travel back in time is that star Johnny 
Depp drove the same streets, emerged 
from the same theater and pretended 
to die in the same alley where the feds 
plugged bank robber John Dillinger full 
of lead more than 70 years ago. 

Take a bow, Chicago. 

Director Michael Mann said film- 
ing on location at spots like Chicago’s 
Biograph Theater were instrumental in 
bringing Dillinger ’s story to life. 

“It feels like you are there now and you 
know what John Dillinger’s feeling,” said 
Mann. 

Filming apparently proved profitable. 
Last month, the Illinois Film Office said 
the movie generated $46.7 million in rev- 
enue to the Illinois economy, including 


thousands of jobs created for cast, crew 
and extras. 

John Russick, a Chicago History 
Museum curator who watched the film 
recently at a local screening, said Mann 
captures the city at the time when 
Dillinger was a big a star here. 

Russick recalls driving up Lincoln 
Avenue, where the Biograph Theater still 
stands, and being amazed at the transfor- 
mation of the street, from the jalopies 
parked along it to the trolley line that ran 
down it and the stores that lined it. 

“I was driving my Honda Civic, think- 
ing the odd thing was me in my car,” said 
Russick, who said the filmmakers studied 
dozens of photographs from the muse- 
um’s archives.

Don’t be afraid to 
chill your reds— 
and warm whites 

At what temperature should you 
serve red and white wines? 

It depends on a variety of fac- 
tors that mainly have to do with 
the style of wine being served. In 
general, we tend to drink our white 
wines too cold and our red wines 
far too warm. Much of this has to 
do with personal preference, but 
temperature can have a profound 
effect on the flavor, texture and 
aroma of wine, so it is important to 
discuss. 

Here are my guidelines, I would 
suggest conducting your own 
experiment by manipulating the temperature on a couple of wines to 
demonstrate the differences, 

45-52 DEGREES 

Light-bodied^ high acid whites with no oak 

Zippy lemony whites such as pinot grigio or sauvignon blanc should be 
served at the colder end of the spectrum in order to brighten the acid- 
ity and make the wine crisp in texture. By serving these wines above 52 
degrees, the texture and flavor will seem flabby and dull. The colder a 
white wine is served, the less aromatic it will appear. You can shut down 
the off flavors of an inexpensive white wine by serving it really cold, 

50-55 DEGREES 

Fuii-bodied, buttery whites with oak 

Serving heavy and richly textured whites such as chardonnay at too 
cold a temperature will shut down the aromatics and tighten the struc- 
ture, The flavor will appear muted, but we can reverse this effect by 
warming up the temperature a few degrees. This will release more of 
the aroma-giving compounds and loosen the texture of the wine, mak- 
ing it appear more flavorful and softer in mouth-feel, 

55-62 DEGREES 

Light-bodied, tart reds 

Light-bodied red wines that you can see through— such as pinot noir 
or Be auj dais— can be served cooler or close to cellar temperature (55 
degrees). This will brighten the acidity and allow more of the fruit and 
earth components to come through rather than the “bite” from the 
acidity Don’t be afraid to chiH your reds! 





60-65 DEGREES 

Full-bodied, heavy reds 

Full-bodied, heavily structured reds that coat your mouth with fuzzy 
tannins such as cabernet sauvignon or malbec should be served about 
10 degrees below room temperature. If you don’t store your wines at 
cellar temperature, I would suggest popping your reds in the refrigera- 
tor for about 10-15 minutes prior to opening. You also can chiH the bot- 
tle in an ice bucket. When we serve these wines too warm, more of the 
alcohol burn comes through, not allowing us to taste the fruit compo- 
nents, But we also don’t want to serve heavy reds too cold. Otherwise, 
the tannins will make the wine taste bitter, redeye special contributor
